PR ISO N REFORM. 


At last in spite of demagogic laltor agita 
tors and th e ignorant crow d beh ind th em, th e 
Legislature is going to pass a real reform 
measure for th e employ ment of convicts in th e 
prisons and penitentiaries of th e state. 
Th e 
bill was before th e Assembly y esterday in 
such an altitude as to assure its passage to­ 
day with some am endm ents th at will neeessi 
tate its return to th e Senate, wh ere of course 
it will pass easily . 
A large m ajority of th e 
Democrats h ave sh own opposition, but as it 
carries an appropriation of $1,000,000 (wh ich 
is likely to be reduced to $750,000), th e Gov 
ernor will probably sign it. 
Th e h ill h as already 
b e en outlined in th ese 
columns. 
It puts at th e convict s option, af­ 
ter a certain limit, th e length of time th at h e 
sh all serve, by providing for h is parole for 
good lieh avior and upon proof of th orough 
reformation. Th e onlv punish m ent perm itted 
is solitary confinement on sh ort rations, and 
proper measures are provided for th e preserv. 
at'on of th e h ealth and sanity of th e prisoner 
For th e purposes of labor th e convicts are 
to be classified under th ree distinct h eads 
Th e tractable and obedient arc to l>c given 
occupation for instruction in some useful 
trade, and th is is to lie accomplish ed with out 
regard to profit or los®. Th e incorrigible wh o 
are 'killful and competent as workers are to h e 
employ ed upon salable products, with a view 
botli to th e profit of th e state and th *- titti'-g 
of th e prisoners for self-support. 
Th e h ard, 
en d offenders wh o resent discipline and 
make trouble for th e m anagets are to be 
made to work, and th eir lalxir is to be em ­ 
ploy ed solely for th e profit of th e state. 
Pio. 
vision is made for a transfer of th ese classes, 
as th e men improve ordeteriorate under clisci- 
p'ine. Th e contract sy stem of labor is barred 
ou \ but both th e state account and piece 
price sy stems are perm itted. Th e life prison­ 
ers, wh o are debarred from commutation or 
parole, can be paid from 8 to 12 cents a day 
in th e discretion of th e officials. Th e products 
of th e labor are to go to th e supply of th e in­ 
stitutions supported wh olly or in part by th e 
state. 
Noth ing but th e rankest demagogy can 
find objections to such a bill. 
Th e Legisla­ 
ture, h owever, appears to h ave become tired 
of th e constant interference and dictation of 
th e labor agitators, and to h ave come to th e 
conclusion th at someth ing is due to th ose con­ 
victs wh o are susceptible to reform atory in­ 
fluences, and also to th e people wh o pay th e 
taxes. 
Th e Fassett bill looks to th e dim inu 
tion of crime as its prim ary object. 
N oth ­ 
ing can la1 more promotive of th is th an 
tiie teach ing of h onorable industries to th e 
convicts and th eir treatm ent like reasoning 
beings, capable of good and reform atory im ­ 
pulses.

D akota is th e land for th em 
unless th ey prefer N ebraska, Kansas, Oregon 
W ash ington or California, wh ere millions of 
acres are y et w aiting occupation. 
Th e fever wh ich th e opening of Oklah om a 
excited will not, it is to be h oped, subside 
until a great deal of th e y et unclaim ed land 
spread over th e West and N orth w est is taken 
up by our Am erican population.

w ith th e apath y th at th e poorest of our na 
live people at th e East h ave exh ibited wh ile 
th e great processions from Ireland, Germany 
and Scandinavia h ave passed westward and 
transform ed th e wildernesses of th e N orth 
west into sm iling and crop-laden farm s.

th rifty European, neith er is th ere occasion 
for envy ing th e good fortune th at h as lifted h im 
out of th e lowest poverty at h ome into pros 
perily , independence and even rich es.

surprise th at h e did not wake up to h is great 
but steadily dim inish ing opportunities be 
fore.

Mi.ssouri jettisoned by (.apt. Murrell in order 
to save th e passengers and crew of th e Dan 
m ark was valued at only $2,500, h ut fears 
w eie entertained by th e adm irers of th e brave 
Captain th at h e would h ave trouble because 
th e loss was not covered by th e policies of in­ 
surance. 
It was proposed in Ph iladelph ia, if 
it became necessary , to m ake up th e loss by 
voluntary contributions. 
B ut th e proprie­ 
tors of th e Th ingvalla line h ave relieved all 
anx iety on th at score. 
T h ey h ave not only 
issued orders for th e settlem ent of all claims 
brough t for th e value of th e cargo jettisoned 
by th e Missouri, but h ave paid th e owners of 
th at sh ip for carry ing th e D anm ark’s pas­ 
sengers to th e Azores and th ence to P h ila­ 
delphia. 
The employ er* of Captain Murrell also jus­ 
tify liis brav e and humane action. 
One of 
them, Mr. Baker of Baltimore, say s they 
they would hav e discharged him if he had 
acted differently . 
He said also that his com­ 
pany would hav e settled for the jettisoned 
cargo without a murmur if the demand had 
been made upon them.

MORE LAND FOR SETTLERS. 


S e ve nte e n M illion A c re s U nde r N e gotia tion 
— A C h a nc e for 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 H e tile rs to G e t 
Q u a r te r S e c tions . 
[From th e New York Sun.] 
Th e appointm ent by th e President of a 
Commission to renew negotiations for th e 
purch ase of h alf th e Sioux reservation in D a­ 
kota, is a rem inder th at an area six times as 
great as Oklah om a will probably soon be 
opened to settlem ent. 
Th ere is plenty of 
ch ance y et for th ose wh o h ave failed to get 
th e kind of h omestead th ey want. 
Th e O k­ 
lah oma tract, bough t of th e Creeks aud Sem- 
noles, contains, in round numbers, 1,887.000 
acres; th e Ch erokee Strip, wh ich will prob­ 
ably be bough t th is summer, contains 6,022,- 
000; but th e portion of th e Sioux reserve 
wh ich Gen. 
Crook’s Commission will en­ 
deavor to purch ase, under th e recent act of 
Congress, am ounts to more th an 11,000,000 
teres. 
Th e extent and fertility of th ese 
Sioux lands, th e impulse wh ich th row ing 
th em open will give to th e North west, and 
th e facilities wh ich will be offered by th e rail­ 
roads of th at region, make th ese negotiations 
very im portant. 
Th e Commission appointed last y ear for 
th e same purpose by President Cleveland re­ 
ported th at eigh t objections were made by th e 
Sioux. 
Th ese objections th e Commissioners 
regarded as excuses for rejecting any reason­ 
able proposal; aud th ey declared th at “ th e 
defeat of th is act was a victory for indolence, 
barbarism and degradation, as against th e in­ 
fluences of th e farm , th e worksh op, th e 
sch ools and th e gospel.” Secretary Vilas, 
h owever, invited th e leading ch iefs to a con­ 
ference at W ash ington,and th ere offered th em 
better terms. 
Th ese were also rejected, y et 
for reasons so clearly put as to look like any ­ 
th ing rath er th an tlie devices of ignorance 
and degradation. 
Th ey sh owed th at th e 
Sioux h ad learned someth ing about land 
values aud about th e way to make bargains. 
T h e governm ent wanted to give th em 50 
cents an acre for th eir lands, to h ave its own 
sy stem of investing th is money and pay ing 
out th e income, and to follow its own notions 
of reservation boundaries and of th e distribu 
tion of th e proceeds of subsequent sales to 
settlers. T h e Indians objected lo all th is, and 
Cougress took up th eir suggestions and partly 
conform ed its plans to th em. 
Th e Indians 
h ad asked for $1.25 per acre, to be placed di­ 
rectly to th eir credit in th e Treasury , w ith 
interest at 5 per cent. 
Th ey also insisted on 
th e fulfillment of certain stipulations of for­ 
mer treaties. Congress consented to a ch ange 
in th e boundaries of two of th e reservations, 
and stipulated th at th e Indians sh ould receive 
th e proceeds of lands sold to settlers at $1.25 
per acre for th e first th ree y ears; at 75 cents 
for th e next two, ai d at 50 cents for th e en­ 
suing five, and th at th e governm ent sh ould 
lake all th e lands th en unsold at 50 cents per 
acre. 
Th ere is ground for believing th at th is 
compromise will lie satisfactory . 
Th e m ax i­ 
m um price is th e oue fixed by th e Indians 
th emselves; y et since it applies only to lands 
taken with in th ree y ears, probably it is no 
m ote th an fair, because th e ch oice lots will 
doubtless h ave been selected by th e end of 
th at period. 
Th en th ere will be a reduction 
in price for th e second and th ird picks of th e 
land. 
Some of it, no doubt, is very poor, 
y et th e Governm ent can afford to pay fifty 
cents an 
acre for it to complete th e trade. 
Sundry oth er ch anges were made in th e 
original plan, including th e fixing of a h igh er 
price on lands taken for sch ools or religious 
societies. 
T h us far all th at h as been h eard 
from th e Sioux reservations points toward 
th e success of th is plan.

PRISON REFORM. 


At last in spile of dem agogic laltor agita­ 
tors and I be ignorant crow d behind lliem, the 
legislature is going to pass a real reform 
measure for the em ploym ent of convicts in the 
prisons and penitentiaries of tbe state. 
The 
hill was before tbe A ssem bly yesterday in 
such an attitude as to assure its passage to­ 
day with some amendments that will necessi­ 
tate its return to the Senate, where of course 
it w ill pass easily. 
A large majority of the 
Democrats have show n opposition, but as it 
carries an appropriation of $1,000,000 (which 
is likely to be reduced to $750,000), the Gov­ 
ernor will probably sign it. 
The bill has already been outlined in these 
colum ns. 
It puts at the convict’s option, af­ 
ter a certain limit, the length of time that he 
shall serve, by providing for his parole for 
good behavior ami upon proof of thorough 
reformation. The only punishm ent permitted 
is solitary confinement on short ratious, and 
proper measures are provided for the preserv. 
at'on of the health and sanity of the prisoner. 
For the purposes of labor the convicts are 
to lie classified under three distiuct heads. 
The tractable and obedient are to Ire given 
occupation for instruction in some usef’.l 
trade, and this is to be accom plished without 
regard to profit or los®. T he incorrigible who 
are -killful and comjretent as workers are to be 
em ployed upon salable products, with a view 
both to the profit of the state and the titti»g 
of the prisoners for self-support. 
The hard, 
en d offenders w ho resent discipline and 
make trouble for the 
manage! s are to be 
made to work, and their labor is to be em ­ 
ployed solely for the profit of the state. 
P io. 
vision is made for a transfer of these classes, 
as the men improve or deteriorate under disei- 
p'ine. The contract system of labor is barred 
ou', but both the state account and piece 
price systems are perm itted. The lite prison­ 
ers, who are debarred from commutation or 
parole, cun be paid from 8 to 12 cents a day 
in the discretion of the officials. The products 
o f the la’oor are to go to the supply of the in­ 
stitutions supported w holly or in part by the 
state. 
N othing but the rankest demagogy can 
find objections to such a bill. 
The Legisla­ 
ture. however, appears to have become tired 
of the constant interference and dictation of 
the lalior agitators, and to have come to the 
conclusion that som ething is due to those con­ 
victs who are susceptible to reformatory in ­ 
fluences. and also to the people who pay the 
taxes. 
The Fassett bill looks to the dim inu 
tion of crime us it® primary object. 
N oth ­ 
ing can lie more prom otive of this than 
tiie teaching of honorable industries to the 
convicts and their treatm ent like reasoning 
being®, capable of good and reformatory im ­ 
pulses. 


I..4ND IN ABUNDANCE. 


A ll was not lost to intending Western pio­ 
neers when 100,000 people, more or les®, 
swooped down upon the iittle area of Okla­ 
hom a, a tract, about the size of Delaware. 
From an article in the N ew York Sun which 
we copy elsewhere it will lie learned that the 
governm ent is negotiating with Indians for 
0,022.000 acres in Indian Territory, and for 
more than 11,000,000 acres in the northwest 
corner of South Dakota. 
This is 26,000 
square mile®, an area larger than that of 
W est Virginia, or about equal to that of the 
combined states of M assachusetts, Verm ont 
and N ew Hampshire. 
If the people of the 
East and the South are therefore seeking new 
hom es, here are opportunities for each, w ith ­ 
out bringing the conflicting civilizations of the 
tw o sections into contact. 
The Southerner 
can find congenial clim ate in Indian Terri 
lory, w hile the Northerner can be assured of 
som ething quite as satisfactory in the most 
genial quarter of the Dakotas. 
The reports from people actually on the 
ground show that Oklahom a is disappointing 
to m any. 
The air is hot, the soil sandy and 
arid, vegetation thin and of the most worth 
loss description, the rivers shallow and slu g ­ 
gish, and pure water scarce. 
T he Texan can 
easily adapt him self to these conditions, but 
not so the New Y orker and Ohioan. 
The 
latter must steer their “ schooners’- further 
northward. 
Dakota is the land for them , 
unless they prefer N ebraska, Kansas, Oregon, 
W ashington or California, where millions of 
acres arc yet w aiting occupation. 
T he fever which the opening of Oklahoma 
exeited w ill not, it is to be hoped, subside 
until a great deal of the yet unclaimed land 
spread over the W est and Northwest is taken 
up by our American jiopulation. 
This sud­ 
den 
movement 
contrasts 
strangely 
w ith the apathy that the poorest of our na­ 
tive people at the E ast have exhibited while 
the great processions from Ireland, Germany 
and Scandinavia have passed westward and 
transformed the w ildernesses of the North 
w est into sm iliug and crop-laden farms. 
N ot 
a straw needs to be laid in the path of the 
thrifty European, neither is there occasion 
for envying the good fortune that has lifted him 
out o f the lowest poverty at home into pros­ 
perity, independence and even riches. 
But 
the native American lias an equal right with 
him , and the rush for Oklahoma occasions 
surprise that lie did not w ake up to his great 
but steadily dim inishing opportunities be­ 
fore. 


GENEROUS CONDUCT 


T be value of that part of the cargo o f the 
Missouri jettisoned by Capt. Murrell in order 
to save tbe passengers and crew of the D an­ 
mark was valued at only $2,500, hut fears 
w eie entertained by the admirers of the brave 
Captain that he w ould have trouble because 
tbe loss was not covered by the policies o f in­ 
surance. 
It was proposed in Philadelphia, if 
it became necessary, to m ake up the loss by 
voluntary contributions. 
But the proprie­ 
tors o f the Tlnngvalla line have relieved all 
anxiety on that score. 
T hey have not only 
issued orders for the settlem ent of all claim s 
brought for the value o f the cargo jettisoned 
by the Missouri, hut have paid the owners o f 
that ship for carrying the Danmark’s pas­ 
sengers to the Azores and thence to Phila­ 
delphia. 
T h e employers o f Captain Murrell also jus­ 
tify bis brave and hum ane action. 
One of 
them , Mr. Baker of Baltim ore, says they 
th ey w ould have discharged him if he had 
a c te d differently. 
H e said also that bis com ­ 
pan y would have settled for the jettisoned 
cargo without a m urm ur if the demand bod 
been made upon them . It speaks volum es for 
th e m agnanim ity o f hum an nature when 
everybody stands ready to approve a brave 


act by cheerful sacrifice or voluntary gifts. 
But tbe action of the Tbingvalla com pany 
covers all demands. It not only bears its ow n 
loss with cheerfulness, but stands between 
all other parties and loss. 
Other captains 
w ill 
therefore 
be 
encouraged 
by 
the 
treatment that Captain Murrell has received 
to assume every uecessarv risk, and to remove 
every obstacle that stands in the way of the 
safety of auy human life. 
Three hundred and fifteen <of the rescued 
passengers of the Danmark arrived at the 
Chicago depot yesterday. 
There was a vast 
crowd of friends and relatives on hand, and 
the greetings to those w ho had been given up 
U9 lost were tearful and affecting. 
Most of 
the company took trains for (lie more remote 
W est after a little delay. 
The steamer W ie- 
land, of the Hamburg-Amerioitu Packet Com. 
puny, which sailed from Hamburg on Sun­ 
day last, will stop at the Azores and bring 
over the rest of tbe Danmark’s passengers, 
wiio were left there. 


MURDEROUS AMAZONS.

llis 
view lins received a striking exem plification 
in VVilliamsburgh. 
A nnie Cullen, A lice Mc- 
Kenney 
and Elizabeth Meyer, all under 
tw enty years of age, were employed in Bar­ 
ton’s knit jacket factory. 
They became en­ 
gaged iu a quarrel about a youug man last 
Thursday, and at the close of the dinner hour 
Miss Meyer was found lying iu the hall of 
the factory near the street door covered w ith 
blood. 
She 
was 
as®isted 
to 
the 
o f­ 
fice. 
and 
after 
the 
blood 
had 
been 
washed from her head and face she was car­ 
ried home. 
On Sunday she was able to eive 
an account of the affair. 
She said that she 
had always had trouble with the M cK enuy 
and Cullen girls. 
TLey liad ridiculed her 
and interfered w ith her work because of 
their jealousy. 
Ou the day of the assault she 
lost her temper and retorted. 
As she went 
through the hall to the street door she w as 
grabbed from behind by Miss M cKenny 
Miss Cullen then seized her by the ears and 
pounded her head against the heavy post in 
the partition, finishing up w ith several blows 
in the face with her fist. 
Then the injured 
girl fell to the floor and rememliered nothing 
more till she found herself in the office. 
Yesterday Miss M eyer’s condition became 
critical, and her phy sicians declared that she 
could not recover from her iujuries. 
W ar 
rants were accordingly issued for the arrest o f 
Misses Cullen and M cKenney. 
They were 
found at work in the shop and taken into cus­ 
tody. 
W hen inform ed of the cause of their 
arrest and the dangerous condition of Miss 
M eyer they became hysterical and were 
placed in the patrol w agon w ith difficulty. 
Miss Meyer’s ante-mortem statement was ta­ 
ken last night. 
She had been sinkiug rapidly 
since Sunday. 


MORE LAND FOR SE T T LE R S. 


S e v e n te e n M illio n A c re s U n d e r N e g o tia tio n 
— A C h an ce fo r 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 S ett lera to G e t 
Q u a rte r S ection». 
[From the New York Sun.] 
The appointm ent by the President o f a 
Commission to renew negotiations for the 
purchase of half the Sioux reservation in D a­ 
kota. is a reminder that an urea six tim es as 
great as Oklahoma will probably soon be 
opened to settlem ent. 
There is plenty of 
chance yet for those who have failed to get 
the kind of homestead they want. 
The O k­ 
lahoma tract, bought of the Creeks and Sem ­ 
inóles, contains, in round numbers, 1,887.000 
acres; the Cherokee Strip, which will prob­ 
ably be bought this summer, contains 6,022, 
000; but the portion of the Sioux reserve 
which Gen. 
Crook’s Commission will en 
deavor to purchase, under the recent act of 
Congress, amounts to more than 11,000,000 
acres. 
The extent and fertility of these 
Sioux lands, tbe im pulse which throw ing 
them open will give to the Northwest, and 
the facilities which will be offered by tbe rail­ 
roads of that region, make these negotiations 
very important. 
T he Commission appointed last year for 
the same purpose by President Cleveland re­ 
ported that eight objections were made by the 
Sioux. 
These objections the Commissioners 
regarded as excuses for rejecting any reason­ 
able proposal; and they declared that “ the 
defeat of this act was a victory for indolence, 
barbarism aud degradation, as against the in 
tluenees of the farm, 
the workshop, 
the 
schools and the gosp el.” 
Secretary Vilas 
however, invited the leading chiefs to a con­ 
ference at W ashington,und there offered them 
Ix-tter terms. 
These were also rejected, yet 
for reasons so clearly put as to look like auy 
thing rather than the devices of ignorauce 
and degradation. 
T hey showed that the 
Sioux had learned som ething about land 
values and about the w ay to make bargains. 
T he government wanted to give them 50 
cents an acre for their lands, to have its own 
system o f investing this money and paying 
out the income, and to follow its own notions 
of reservation boundaries and of the dislribu 
tion of the proceeds of subsequent sales to 
settlers. The Indians objected to all this, and 
Cougress took up their suggestions and partly 
conform ed its plans to them. 
The Indians 
had asked for $1.25 per acre, to be placed di 
rectly to tlieir credit in the Treasury, w ith 
interest at 5 per cent. 
T hey also insisted on 
the fulfillment o f certain stipulations of for 
rner treaties. Congress consented to a change 
in the boundaries o f tw o of the reservations, 
and stipulated that the Indians should receive 
the proceeds of lands sold to settlers at $1.25 
per acre for the first three years; at 75 cents 
for the next two, ai d at 50 cents for the en 
suing five, and that the government should 
lake all the lands then unsold at 50 cents per 
acre. 
There is ground for believing that this 
compromise will Ire satisfactory. 
The m axi 
mum price is the one fixed by the Indians 
them selves; yet since it applies only to lands 
taken within three years, probably it is no 
more than fair, because the choice lots w ill 
doubtless have been selected by tbe end o f 
that period. 
Then there will líe a reduction 
in price for the second and third picks of the 
land. 
Some of it, no doubt, is very poor, 
yet the Government can afford to pay fifty 
cents an 
acre for it to complete the trade. 
Sundry other changes were made in the 
original plan, including the fixing of a higher 
price on lands taken for schools or religious 
societies. 
Thus far all that has been heard 
from the Sioux reservations points toward 
the success of this plan.

A DISAPPOINTED BOOMER. 
At Purcell, one Barnes, who had forded 
the Canadian River with a heavy wagon and 
two yoke of oxen, said he had driven all the 
w ay from Texas across the Pan Handle Coun 
try to find the land of which he had heard 
so much. 
He had got a claim, and after he 
hud found what it was worth had vacated it 
in favor of another man and was on his way 
back to Texas.

A boy of 19 , when found in possession 
of one of the claims, was shot and killed by 
an old Boomer, who had marked the claim as 
his own years ago. 
It is hinted at Purcell

derer to escape into Texas. 
Twenty claims 
have been deserted in one neighborhood, and 
in i he depot at Oklahoma City a brokcu 
homesteader ottered to sell his claim for $25.

It is said there is not 
a single quarter section of any value that is 
not homeslcaded. 
A gnat many claims of 
no value have also been taken. 
There is a 
feeling of despondency among farmers and 
immigrants. 
, 
TI1B SOIL IS POOB. 
Oklahoma City soil is poor, they say, and 
plowing reveals that there is a lack of essen­ 
tial agricultural qualities. 
It is now rcgnrded 
as certain that no crop can he raised this year. 
Those who can afford to remain will do so, 
but the poorer classes will return to their old 
homes t*r find newer ones. 
A DISAPPOINTED BOOMEB. 
At Purcell, one Iíarnes, who had forded 
the Canadian River with a heavy wagon and 
two yoke of oxen, said he had nriven all the 
way from Texas across the Pan Handle Coun 
try to find the land of which he had heard 
so much. 
He hail got a claim, and after he 
hud found what it was worth had vacated it 
in favor of another man and was on his way 
back to Texas. 
CLAIMS ALREADY DESERTED. 
A number of claims have been deserted in 
various parts of the Territory and wagons 
can be seen frequently on the hack track. 
Many of the disgruntled threaten to “ squat” 
on the Indian lands surrounding Oklahoma.

Ceaeral James B. Weaver, of Iowa, 
one of the most persistent advocates of the 
opeuing of Oklahoma in Congress, has also 
had his claim contested, and has been accused 
of attempting to take the people by the throat. 
The old-time Boomer leaders have not fared 
well. 
A boy of 19, when found in possession 
of one of the claims, was shot and killed by 
an old Boomer, who had marked the claim as 
his own years ago. 
It is hinted at Purcell 
that the old colonists there assisted the mur­ 
derer to escape into Texas. 
Twenty claims 
have licen deserted in one neighborhood, and 
in I he depot at Oklahoma City a broken 
homesteader offered to sell his claim for $25. 
The contest and excitement over town sites 
continues, and much trouble is promised.

K IN G STO N PHILHARM ONIC S O C IE TY . 
The M ember* Preparing fur T heir Com ing 
Concert on May 8. 
A regular rehearsal of the Kingston Phil­ 
harmonic Society was held last night in the 
City Hall. There was a large atlenf.ancc. 
Professor Hulslander conducted the singing. 
The pieces to be sung by the Society at the 
concert. May ¡s. were practiced with success. 
There will be two more rehearsals before tlic 
concert. The tirst will be held in the City 
Hall next Wednesday night, and the second 
on the Tuesday evening following in the 
Academy of Music. During the rehearsal 
last evening. Professor Hulslander gave some 
interesting facts regarding the Ilandcl ard 
Haydn Society, of Boston. At a recent con­ 
cert given by the Society the oratorio of 
“St. Paul,” which is considered the most dif 
ficult oratorio on the list, was sung There 
was a great demand for tickets. The sale 
was stopped a week lieiore the day 
of 
the 
concert. A thousand persons 
were 
unable 
to 
gain admittance to 
the ball. In referring to proper discipline of 
societies of this character, the Professor said 
the management of the Handel and Haydn 
Society frequently dismissed members be­ 
cause they were not regular in attendance at 
the rehearsals. When they found a new diffi­ 
culty that there weie members who did not 
sing, these were also dismissed. Because of 
this discipline, the Society was kept at its 
full standard. These words were spoken as 
a hint to members of the Philharmonic who 
are not prompt in attendance and who are 
careless when they do attend. It was stated 
during the rehearsal, that the music of the 
coming concert would be principally part 
songs and glees—pieces specially chosen to 
please the general public. 


The members of the Kingston Board of 
Education held their annual meeting last 
night. 
Professor Cheney, of Kingston 
Academy, reported: “ Number on registry, 
207; per cent of attendance, 91.8. The at­ 
tendance is not only unusual in numbers for 
a spring term, but unusually uuitorm. * * 
We report the largest number of non-resi­ 
dent pupils show n by the record since the 
Academy was incorporated iu the public 
school system. The uuraber now reaches 80, 
and they still eontiuue to come.” 
Principal Harrow, of No. 8. reported: 
“ Registered, 369; per cent, of atteudanee, 
95.5. There arc 450 pujáis with nine teach­ 
ers. The examinations are satisfactory with 
few exceptions.” 
D. D. Murphy, of No. 15, reported: 
“ Numln-r enrolled, 99, per cent, of attend­ 
ance, 90 4. Percentage is low Itecause pupils 
remained from school to attend religious ser­ 
vices at different churches. Good work can­ 
not oe done where the attendance is irregular. 
Pupils who are absent a great deal not only 
fall lxfiiind llieir classes but they prevent the 
rapid progress of those who attend regularly. 
Those who attended regularly made the best 
show ing at the examinations. ’ 
Principal Mower, of No. 5, reported: “ At­ 
tendance, 263; per cent, of attendance. 94. 
All tlie teachers have been present during the 
past two weeks. Good work has been done.” 
Principal Bennett, of No. 11, reported: 
“ Attendance, 308; per cent, of attendance, 
96.2." 
The Principals of all the schools said that 
arrangements were being made to properly 
observe Arbor Day. Some had the offer of 
trees from people living in the vicinity and 
others aiked that trees lie furnished. The 
Principal of No. 11 said that the school yard 
could be improved by tree culture. The fur 
nishing of tries was refeired to the Commit­ 
tee on Repairs and Supplies. 
The Committee on Organization reported 
the amount required for salaries of teachers, 
janitors, etc., for the school year la-ginning

PRISON REFORM 


Al la*t in spile of demagogic lal>or apiin 
tors and the ignorant crowd l*ehintl them, the 
Legislature to going to pass a real reform 
measure for the employment of convicts iii the 
prison* and penitentiaries of the stale. 
The 
hill was before the Assembly yesterday in 
such an altitude as lo assure its passage lev 
day with some amendments that will nceessi 
late its return to the Senate, where of course 
it will pa*, easily. 
A large majority of the 
Democrat* have shown opposition, but as ii 
carries an appropriation of $1,IHM),(XXI (which 
N likely lo In* reduced to $750,000), lilt* Gov­ 
ernor will probably sign it. 
The hill has already been outlined in these 
columns. 
It puts at the convict's option, af­ 
ter a certain limit, the length of time that he 
s'mll serve, by providing for bis parole for 
good liebavior and upon proof of thorough 
reformation. The only punishment permitted 
i* solitary confinement on short rations, and 
proper measures are provided for the preserr. 
at on of the health and sanity of the prisoner. 
For tile purposes of labor the convicts are 
to lie classified under three distinct heads. 
The tractable and oW'dient are to la* given 
o cupid ion for instruction in some useful 
trade, and tin* is to lie accomplished without 
regard lo profit or los*-'. The Incorrigible who 
are -killful and competent as w orkers ar,* to Ie 
employed upon salable products, with a view 
ho'h to the profit of Hie state and th** ti»ti'*g 
of the prisoners for self-support. 
I he hard. 
en a1 off. riders who resent discipline ai d 
make trouble for the m anager are to be 
made to work, aud their labor is to lie em­ 
ployed solely for the profit of the state. 
I’io. 
vision is made for a tramfer of these classes, 
as the men improve or deteriorate under disci- 
p ine. The contract system of labor is barred 
Oil', hut both the state account and piece 
price systems are permitted. The life prison­ 
ers, who are debarred from commulation or 
parole, can be paid from 8 to 12 cents a day 
in the discretion of the official*. The products 
of the laisir are to go to the supply of the in­ 
stitutions supirortcd w holly’ or iu purl by the 
state. 
Nothing hut tile rankest dimagogy ran 
find objections to such a hill. 
T ilt Legisla­ 
ture. however, np|H*ars to have become tired 
of the constant interference and dictation of 
tile tailor agitators, and to have come to the 
conclusion that souk tiling is due lo those con­ 
victs w ho urc susceptible to reformatory In- 
liuenets, and also to the people w ho pay the 
taxes.

MORE LAND FOR SETTLERS.

The appointment by the President of a 
Commission to renew negotiations for the 
purchase of half the Sioux reservation in Da­ 
kota. in a reminder that an urea six times as 
gnat as Oklahoma will probably soon Is* 
opened to settlement. 
There is plenty of 
c h a n c e yet for those who have faded to gel 
Hie kind of homestead they want. 
The Ok­ 
lahoma tract, bought of the Creeks aud Sem­ 
inoles, contains, in round middlers, I,HNT OOO 
u< res; the Cherokee St tip, which will prob­ 
ably la* I tough I this summer, loin a ins 6,022,* 
OOO; hut the portion of Hie Sioux reserve 
which Gen. Crook's Commission will en­ 
deavor to purchase, under the recent aet of 
Congress, amounts to more than 11,000.000 
acre*. 
The extent and fertility of these 
Sioux lands, the impulse which throwing 
them open will give to the Northwest, and 
the facilities w hich will lie offered by the rail­ 
roads of that regiou, make these negotiations 
very important. 
The Commission appointed last year for 
the same purpose by President Cleveland re- 
|*oried that eight objections were made by Ute 
Sioux. 
These objections the Commissioners 
regarded as excuse* for rejecting any reason­ 
able proposal; aud they declared that “ the 
defeat of this aet was a victory for indolence, 
barbarism aud degradation, us against the in­ 
fluences of the farm, the workshop, the 
school* und the gospel.” Secretary Vilas. 
however, invited the* leading chief* to a con­ 
ference at Washington,und there offered them 
I letter terms. 
These were also rejected, yet 
for reasons so clearly put as to look like auy 
thing rallier than the* devices of ignorance 
aud degradation. 
They showed that the 
Sioux had learned something iiIniuI land 
vuiue* aud about the way to make Imrgains 
The government wanted to give them 50 
cents an acre for their land*, to have it* own 
system of investing this money and paying 
out tilt income, and to follow ii* own notions 
of reservation boundaries und of the distrihu 
lion of the proceeds of subsequent sales to 
settlers The Indians objected lo all this, and 
Congress took up their suggestions and partly 
conformed its plans to them. 
The Indians 
had asked for $1.25 ta r acre, to lit* placed di 
reedy to their credit in the Treasury, with 
interest at 5 per cent. 
They also insisted on 
tile fulfillment of certain stipulations of for 
mer treaties. Congress consented to a change 
in the boundaries of two of the reservations, 
ami stipulated that the Indians should receive 
the proceeds of land* sold to settlers al $1.25 
per Here for the tirst three years; al 75 cents 
for the next two, ai d ut 50 cents for the en 
suing Ave, and that the government should 
take all the lands then unsold at 50 cents per 
acre. 
There Is ground for la-lieving that this 
compromise will lie satisfactory. 
The maxi 
mum price is the one Axed by the Indians 
themselves; yet si life it applies only to lands 
taken within three years, probably it is no 
mon* than fair, ta cause the choice lots will 
doubtless have Is-en selected by the end of 
that jieriod. 
Then there will la* a reduction 
in price for the second and third pick* of the 
land. 
Home of it, no doubt, is very poor, 
yet the Government can afford to pay fifty 
cents an acre for it to complete the trade 
Sundry other changes were made in the 
original plan, including the fixing of a higher 
price on land* taken for schools or religious 
societies. 
Thus far all that has been heard 
from the Sioux reservations points toward 
the success of this plan. 
The value of that part of the cargo of the 
Missouri jettisoned by ( apt. Murrell in order 
to save the passengers and crew of the Dan­ 
mark was valued at only $2,500, hut fears 
w ere entertained by the admirers of the brave 
Captain that he would have trouble because 
the loss was not covered by the policies of in­ 
surance. 
It was proposed iu Philadelphia, if 
it became necessary, to make up the loss by 
voluntary contributions. 
But the proprie­ 
tor* of the Thingvalla line have relieved all 
anxiety on that score. They have not only 
issued orders for Hie settlement of all claims 
brought for the value of the cargo jettisoned 
by the Missouri, hut have paid the ow ncra of 
that ship for carrying the Danmark’s pas­ 
sengers to the Azores and thence to Phila­ 
delphia. 
The employers of Captain Murrell also jus­ 
tify bis brave sod humane action. 
One of 
them, Mr. Baker of Baltimore, say* they 
they would have discharged him if lie bad 
acted differently. 
He mid also that his com­ 
pany would have settled for the jettisoned 
cargo without a murmur if the demand bad 
been made upon them. It speaks volumes for 
the magnanimity of human nature when
